WHAT OF THE WIGWAGGERS* HOPES? 
Today, July 11, is the date set for Undersec­ 
retary of S tate Averill H arrim an’s departure for 
Moscow, where discussions about a nuclear tost 
ban are scheduled to take place. Harrim an will 
break his trip with a stopover in London, just to 
clear the decks with the British, who will also 
be in on the Moscow deliberations. 
W hatever the hopes for the H arr ¡man mission 
may be. he is certainly not going to Moscow 
"cold.'’ For the most complicated system of wig­ 
wagging 'between Kennedy and Khrushchev has 
been going on for months. The wigwagging, on 
the part of the U. S.. has had considerable down- 
the-hne support in circles that have their effect 
on policy recommendations th at are fed into the 
W hite House. 
There is. for example, the drive among aca­ 
demic intellectuals for “containing," not the Soviet 
Union, but the people who advocate containing the 
.Soviet Union. One of the leaders of this movement 
is David Reisman, the Henry Ford II Professor of 
Social Science at Harvard, who, in some reflec­ 
tions that have been printed in a new sletter of 
the Council for Correspondence, has suggested 
"that it may be easier in the short run to con­ 
tain the Soviet Union than to contain our owm 
allies or the American energies mobilized behind 
the Cold W ar." Professor Reisman holds up his 
hands in horror at American theorists such as 
Thomas Scheliing.

Kahn

Kissinger who ‘think in terms of deterring the 
Russians and not the Americans." 
The Reisman type of anti-ant i-Comm,! in ism, 
crops up in a document prepared by W alter Miilis 
of the Fund for the Republic, who is quoted as 
saying. “W hether we admit it to ourselves or 
not, we benefit enormously from the capability of 
the .Soviet police system to keep law and order 
over the 200-million-odd Russians and the many 
additional millions in the satellite states. The 
break-up of the Russian communist empire today 
would doubtless 'be' conducive to freedom, but 
would be a good deal more catastrophic for world 
order than was the break-up of the Astro-Hun- 
garian Fm pire in 1918." 
On the journalistic front, the phrase, “Open­ 
ing to the E ast,” appears in some of the dis­ 
patches that speculate on the probable course of 
Vatican policy under the new Pope, Paul VI.

Adjusts Body to Heat

So 
one-third of all auto sales are 
new cars. 
The long-run growth rate of 
new car sales has been rising 
about 2.8 per cent a year on the 
average since 1950. 'The forecast 
is that new' car sales will rise to 
7.5 million by 1965. to 8.6 mil­ 
lion by 1970 and 10 million by 
1975. 
I’. S. PER CAPITA disposable 
income has been rising at an 
average rate of 1.6 per cent a 
year, Increasing spending 'power. 
The average was $1,500 in 1947.

Another im portant factor Is 
that consumer credit is good, for 
7 out of 10 car sales are time 
purchases. But hanks and other 
finance .sources, have plenty of 
money now* and are ready to lend 
it. And consumers have enough 
confidence in the economy to 
know they will be able to make 
the last payment on a new car 
when they sign for the first.

M anufacturers Assn.

By JAMES MARLOW 
Aaaoriated Pro»» N m t Analyst 
WASHINGTON (API—President 
Kennedy has had seven big crises 
since he entered the Whrte House. 
Some he won, some be didn t. Two 
wpre with labor and industry. 
But they' look like jus* tempo­ 
rary disturbances compared with 
the others in the tormented fields 
of race and communism where to­ 
tal solutions are a long way off. 
Just nine day’s from now' Ken­ 
nedy will have been President 2!4 
years. He had no illusions about 
the future when he took office 
Jan. 20, 1961. 
In his inaugural speech that day 
he .said American problems would 
“not be finished in the first 1,000 
days’’ or in the life of his admin­ 
istration. 
He was talking mainly about the 
problems ahead with communism 
Nowhere in that inaugural did he 
mention the racial problem which 
would burst over him, if he fore­ 
saw it. 
Gatherings Forres Since 19Ó4 
It 'had, been gathering force ever 
since May 17. 1954. the day the 
Supreme 
Court 
said 
unequal 
treatment of Negroes is unconsti­ 
tutional 
Two things happened to Negroes 
between the time' 'the court spoke 
and Kennedy took office: 
They gained confidence in de­ 
manding the treatment they're en­ 
titled to and they realized it would 
be a long time in coming unless 
they did demand it. 
They began demanding 
In sit- 
ins, 
freedom 
rides, 
picketing, 
entry’ 
to 
previously 
all-white 
schools, .and mass demonstrations. 
They're' increasing' the pressure. 
They know no matter how much 
they win, an end to discrimina­ 
tion in all its forma is still a 
dream. 
.Kennedy’s first crisis was a 'dis­ 
aster: The invasion of Cuba by 
Cuban rebel* with his backing on 
April 17, 1961, 
lessen for Him 
It 
was 
badly 
planned, 
even 
weakly planned. While the world 
watched. Fidel Castro smashed it. 
Kennedy' did nothing. 
It was a lesson to him—and he 
learned, it—to 'be' more careful 
about involving American prestige 
and safety in a new adventure. 
The second crisis came Aug 13. 
1961. Premier Khrushchev walled 
in Fast Berlin to keep East Ger­ 
mans from escaping to the West. 
Kennedy did little more than de­ 
nounce the wail and the spirit be­ 
hind it. There wasn't much more 
he could do without risking war 
with Russia. 
He made out better with all the 
crises that followed. The next was 
with the American steel industry 
April 10. 1962. 
It r awed 
prices, 
contrary 
to 
Kennedy's wishes and understand­ 
ing. after a new contract in which 
steelworkers 
got 
suene 
benefits 
but no pay raise 
Kennedy denounced the 
steel­ 
makers, It w it the power of the 
presidency against the steel in­ 
dustry. The industry' quaked and 
quit and dropped the price boost.

The 
fourth one arrived Sept. 30, 1962. 
Test of Wills 
It was. a test: of wills with Ross 
Barnett, governor of Mississippi, 
The will of a governor against the 
will of the court and the Presi­ 
dency is a poor match. 
Barnett tried to defy a U.S. 
■court: order to admit James Mer­ 
edith. a Negro, into the Uruv errety 
of Mississippi.

Two 
men were killed in ft riot against 
the marshals. But Meredith got 
in. 
This was followed by Kennedy's 
most hair-ra.ist.ng crisis, Oct. 22, 
1962. 
Calls k s Hand 
After waU+ung Kennedy do no­ 
thing in the Cuban and Berlin wall 
episodes, 
Khrushchev- may have 
figured him for a soft touch. 
He slipped missile* into Cuba. 
It might have meant war but Ken­ 
nedy called his hand and said: 
Out. Khrushchev waddled off with 
hut missiles,. 
Alabama's Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace. learning nothing from Bar­ 
nett's debacle, mod his own test 
of wills and invoked KenrKdy's 
sixth crisis on June 11, 1963. 
He defied a U.S. court order to 
admit two Negroes to the Univer­ 
sity of Alabama. Kennedy federal­ 
ized Alabama’s National Guards­ 
men and marched them up to 
Wallace. Wallace wilted. The Ne­ 
groes got in. 
Kennedy mot his seventh and 
latest crisis Wednesday, just a few 
hours before the railroad unions 
were to begin, a nat iarovise .strike.

Social Security 


George J. Habcrnig, nodal ■*- 
curity district manager in Kings­ 
ton. today offered a word of 
caution to working people who 
receive social security benefits. 
In order to prevent overpay­ 
ments to working beneficiaries, 
he 
advised 
them 
to 
report 
promptly to the social security 
office any change in their ex­ 
pected earnings. 
Most people who receive social 
security benefits earn $1200 or 
less in a calendar year, Haber- 
nig said. They are entitled to 
receive benefits each month. 
Workers who earn over $1200 
in a calendar year are the ones 
for whom he expressed concern. 
Many of them may still receive 
s;>me benefits even though their 
earnings exceed the 51200 limit. 
Those who earn more than 
$1200 are required to file a re­ 
port of their expected earnings 
with the Social Security Admin­ 
istration at 
the beginning of 
each year. Their social security 
payments are based on this re­ 
port. 
The amount paid to such peo­ 
ple depends upon the extent to 
which they have actually retired. 
When a person earns substan­ 
tially more than shown on his 
estimate, 
an 
overpayment 
of 
benefits .results. He will then 'be 
required to refund all. or a part, 
of the social security checks ho 
has received for the year.

Blank spots are' the only ob­ 
jects visible to an eye that has 
been incurably burned by infra­ 
red sun rays filtering through a 
solar eclipse. 
This bare fact of ocular path­ 
ology was realized after a partial 
eclipse of the sun three years 
ago. when the states of Wash­ 
ington and Utah alone submit­ 
ted 106 reports of damaged vi­ 
sion to the National Society few 
the Prevention of Blindness. 
Eh*. John W. Ferree. executive 
director of the NSPB. warns 
that such commonly used eclipse 
viewers as sunglasses, smoked 
glass and exposed photographic 
film will offer no protection to 
adults or children planning to 
view the July 20 eclipse over 
North America. 
The eclipse is scheduled to oc­ 
cur at 3:42 p. m. 
Dr. Ferree insists that there 
is "no safe method of looking 
directly into the eclipse without 
risking incurable burns of the 
retina from infra-red rays of 
the sun." 
When the eye focuses the raya 
on its retina, Dr. Ferree ex­ 
plains. an irreparable burn re­ 
sults. The dam,age is not imme­ 
diately noticed because the ret­ 
ina is insensitive to pain. 
If the bum is serious enough 
to scar that tiny portion of the 
retina where the rays were 
focused, no treatment can cure 
It. The scar causes a defect of 
vision "which may show* up as 
a blank spot on whatever the 
eye is looking at.” 
In line with Dr. Forree's ob­ 
servations, Dr. Harold D. Katz, 
president of the Hudson Valley 
Optometric Association:, h a s 
warned that unless adequate 
precautions are taken, "a large 
number of children and adults 
will experience retinal * bums 
which will permanently impair 
their vision. 
The .records of p r e v i o « s 
eclipses indicate that the ma­ 
jority of these casualties will 
occur in children from nine to 
15 years of age and the majority 
of these will be boys, Dr. Katz 
says.The Hudson Valley Optometric 
Society represents member op­ 
tometrists in Orange. Dutchess, 
Ulster and Sullivan Counties 
Both Drs. Ferree and Katz 
have suggested safe methods for 
viewing the eclipse. 
The phenomenon should be 
obesrved over television when­ 
ever possible. If« this means is 
not available, a simple eclipse 
viewer can be created from a 
piece of white cardboard 
Punch a round hole In the 
sheet of cardboard so the1 sun’s 
rays are focused through the 
tmy hole onto another cardboard 
o** similar white surface. 
Older children and adults 
may view’ an image of the 
eclipsed sun projected through a 
telescope or binoculars onto a 
white screen. Under no circum­ 
stances should anyone peer at 
the sun through binocular*, 
telescope or pinhole, as this will 
greatly increase the risk of ret­ 
inal bums. 
Dr. Ferree called on parents, 
school personnel, and doctors to 
help alert the public, especially 
children, to the eclipse dangers. 
"Many adults and many more 
children paid » dear and need­ 
less price in damaged, eyesight 
in past eclipses This tragic 
waste should not happen this 
year." said the NSPB executive.
